Senater Ress’ Millions. 

OTTAWA, Oct. 13.—A suit has been entered to 
test the validity of the late Senator Ross’ 
will, which was entered far probate a year 
ago and involves the disposition of an estate 
worth $7,000,000, the larRest private fortune 
ever bequeathed in Canada., The Hon. J. G. 
Ross died in 1888, but although diligent search 
was made no willat that time was found, and 
accordingly the heirs at law took posses- 
sion. A year later, however, in October, 
1889, a duiy signed hoelograph was 
found, dated at New Tork, Feb. 
8, 1865, through which city Mr. Ross was pass- 
ing on the way to England. This wil be- 
queaths one-half of bis fortunes to his brother 
Frank, and the other half to ‘Protestant 
| churches. According to the law of this prov- 
ince, the will, being holographic, is the 
| strongest possible, but the point to be argued 
in favor of breaking the will te the possible 
effect upon its validity which arises from the 
faét that the testator made the same while 
passing through New York, although for twen- 
ty years subsequently he was domiciled in 
Quebec.

Portugal’s New Ministry. 


LIsBON, Oct. 13.—The new ministry held 
long conferences Saturday and yesterday, 
discussing political and financial affairs. The 
Cabinet concluded that it could not accept 
the financial scheme which the late Minister 
of Finance was negotiating with Paris bankers 
when he resigned. It is stated that Senor 
Ennes has deciined the Marine Portfolio, but 
that Senor Bocage is willing to take it tem- 
porarily, in addition to the Portfolio of 
Foreign Affairs. It is still doubtful whether 
the ministerial crisis is ended. 

POLITICALLY INDEPENDENT. 

The royal family will return to the capital 
to-day and a Cabinet council will be held at 
whioh it will be decided whether or not a pro- 
longated session of the Cortez shall be had. 
The new Cabinet is politically independent, 
none of its members being committed by 
party affiliations of obligations. 


The Secialist Congress. 


HALLE, Oct. 18.—The Socialist Congress 
opened here yesterday. Herr Liebknecht pre- 
sided and delivered an address of welcome to 
the delegates. Herren Singer and Dietz were 
elected Presidents of the Congress. 
Eight delegates were elected Seo- 
retaries. There were 866 delegates pres- 
ent, of whom 841 were from different 
parts of Germany, two from Great Britain, 
three from France, one from Switzerland, 
three from Austria, five from Russia and one 
from Belgium. The meeting was conducted 
publiciy. The hall in which the congress 
met was inadequate for the purpose and the 
crowding was so great that the business of the 
meeting was impeded. 


The Czar’s Return Home. 


Loxpor, Oct. 13.—The Czar will return this 
week from his hunting domaia in Russian 
Poland. Itis the only place in Europe where 
wild bison are yet to be found, and the Csar 
has shot several with his own hand. 

THE NEW IRONCLAD, 

The new Russian ironclad, the Twelve 
Apostles, is spoken of by the R. Petersburg 
newspapers as a pledge that Russia will yet 
take possession of the Bosphorus. 


Germans and Maftis Fighting. 


ZANZIBAR, Oct, 13.—Severe fighting is ro- 
ported to have occurred between the Germans 
and the Maftis in the vicinity of Lindl. Vig- 
orousreform methods have*been inaugurated 
in the custom-house by the Sultan. It is re- 
ported here that British gunboats have on- 
tered the Zambesi River unopposed by the 
Portuguese fleet stationed there. 


The Ticine Trouble, 


LONPON, Oct. 18.—Telegrams from Berne to 
the Daily News and the Standerd say that 
Col. Kuntzil, who has had chare of affairs in 
Tulelno on behalf of the National Govern- 
ment, has tendered his resignation on the 
ground that it is impossible to reinstate the 
old Government there withont bloodshed.

The premises 
occupied a frontage of thirty feet 
on Middle street and t same 
frontage ou Clothfair and extended thence 
fifty feet to Newbury street where was situ- 
ated the entrance used bythe people who 
worked in the bullamg. The fire broke out 
atlo’clock in the work-shopson the upper 
floor. There were thirty persons in the bD uild- 
ing. Two minutes afterthe fire was discov- 
ered the whole building was a mass of flames. 
The spread of the fire was so rapid that the 
work people found every avenue of escape, 
except the windows, cut off, Through these 
some of the employes jumped to the ground. 
Five women employed by the firm were Killed 
by jumping from the windows. 


A Sliver Wreath Stelen. 


BERLIN, Oct. 18.— A report is published in 
the South German papers that a silver wreath 
whioh nad been purchased with money sub- 
scribed in the United States and which was 
consigned to Mr. Charles Gibson of St. Louis, 
Mo.,now in Germany, mysteriously disap- 
peared while on its way to Mr. Gibson. It 
was the intention of the donofs of the wreath 
to have it placed upon the tomb of the late 
Emperor Frederick. 


The Australian Strike. 


Lonpon, Oct. 18.—A dispate) ‘from Sidney 
says that the employers absolutely decline 
any further negotiations, and declare their 
intention to adhere to the lines of conduct 
they have already laid down, and that under 
no circumstances will they consent to exclude 
non-nnion labor. 


Austro-German Treaty Negotiations. 


Lonpon, Oct. 18.—The Times correspondent 
at Vienna says thatthe Austrian Government 
will only negotiate with Germany for the pur- 
pose of concluding a treaty which will enable 
manufacturers to make calculations on a firm 
basis without fear of being upset by new cus- 
toms regulations. 


The Victeria Sealing Fleet. 


VicTORIA, British Columbia, Oct. 18.—The 
last of the Victoria sealing fleet, the Ariel and 
the Lilly, arrived here Saturday. Both ves- 
sels reported a fair catch but fearful weather. 
The return of the last of the fleet ends all 
ideas of any seizures this season. 


Osman Digna’s Army. 


LONDON, Oct. 13.—A deserterfrom the rebels 
at Tokar bas arrived at Calro and reports that 
Osman Digna has succeeded in revictualing 
his army, has received large re-enforcements, 
and will shortly make a grand attack upon 
Suakim.

An Early Start This Morning—Mr. Harriseh 
Greeted by an Immense Crowd at Ander- 
son—Brief Stops at Muncie and Other 
Tewns in Indiana—The Train Starts 
While the President is Speaking. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 13.—President 
Harrison reached Indianapolis, at7 o’clock 
Sanday morning. His daughter, son-in-law 
and Baby McKee et him at the depot.

At Andersen and Muncie. 


Moncig, Ind., Oct. 13.—The President and 
party left Indianapolis at 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing. With a long series of short stops ahead 
the President did not care to take the chance 
ofdelay. W. T. Durbin of Anderson, a per- 


sonal friend ofthe President, left Indianapo- 
lis with the party.

Upon one of the children of Mrs. Powers the 
knowledge ofthe claim upon the Mullanphy 
estate in St. Louis is said to have had the ef- 
fect of making him virtually a wanderer upon 
the face of the earth. James Powers, her 
youngest son, is described as being the 
brightest of her six children, a young fellow 
not yet 30, possessed of a wonderful memory 
and of an emotional temperament that 
has caused him to throw himself heart and 
soul into the life work of preparing for the 
inevitable care ofthe Welsh heirs, vis: the 
Mullanphy heirs, the Mullanphy Emigrant 
Relief Fund and the Catholic Diocese of St. 
Louis. It is said that for the past ten years, 
James Powers has not passed a twelve month 
in any one city, but has followed a certain 
described orbit made necessary by the coillec- 
tion of evidenoe bearing upon the case. He 
is an engineer by trade and his last work in 
St. Louis is said to have been as the driver ofa 
drill in a quarry on the Gravois road opposite 
the Seven Mile House. 

THE MULLANPHY CLAIMANT IN Sr. LOUIS. 

Mrs. Powers’ statement that she lived some 
years in St. Louis in the prosecution of the 
family work of establishing the claim of the 
Welsh heirs against the Mullanphy estate is 
also vouched for to the POST- DISPATCH. Mrs. 
Powers lived in St. Louis until November, 
1888, residing first on Bremen avenue and 
Salisbury street, then in South st. Louis, then 
on Salisbury street epposite the Hyde Park 
Brewery.

2647 Papin street, where the reporter called in 
his search for John W. Powers, the claim- 
ant's son.

It was also stated that the Mullanphy 
claimant’’ has three witnesses in St. Louis 
who will testify that years ago the announce- 
ment was made from the Catholic pulpits of 
St. Louis that certain property and money 
was heid by the clijurch for ‘‘the heirs of one 
John Welsh of Kilkenny, Ireland, and that 
any information leading to the discovery of 
said heirs would be thankfully received. 

SAID TO BEGOOD PEOPLE. 

Neither Mrs. Powers nor her children were 
afraid to acknowledge their claim against the 
Mullanphy estate,’ said Mr. Burr, and 
there must be many people besides myseit 
who know their story in St. Louis. Icannot 
understand how kiss that not one of the par- 
ties interested on the other side of the ques- 
tion know that Mrs. Powers lived in St. Louis 
up to two years ago, and that the work of 
collecting evidence bearing upon the claim 
was going on. Iheard James Powers tell his 
brother John that the latter would have 
to go to Bakimore within this pres- 
ent year, and believe the 
family have secured what they consider 
sufficient evidenee to support their claim in 
law. The two married daughters ha ve been 
as active as the sens of Mrs. Powers in getting 
ready for the attewpt to estabiish their claim, 
and have enlisted their husbands in the case. 
I know the family qell, have known them for 
years, and Ido not belleve they would make 
such a claim uniess they at least believed théy 
had good grounds for so doing. They are 
not the sort of people to make them- 
selves unpleasantiy notorious as claimants 
for property to which they haveno right, 
and I believe the developments of the trial 
will bear me out in this. 

Mrs. Powers was a kind hearted, motherly 
old lady’’ said Mrs. Burr in discussing the 
now famous Mullanphy claimants. ‘‘She 
was always tryng to help otner people, and 
was a most faithful Catholic. At one time the 
diptheria. broke out in the house where 
we were living, and Mrs. Powera took my lit- 
tle daughter home with her and kept ber for 
three weeks untii the disease left the house.

SHOT HIS. FRIEND. 


WILLIAM I. FLYNN SERIOUSLY WOUNDED / 


BY MICHAEL KENNEY, : 


A Well-Known Young St. Louis Man Has a 
Narrow Escape From Having His Head 
Blown Off While out Quail Huating 
Near New Haven, Me.—A Sad Occar- 
rence, 


HIS morning at 8 

o’clock a carriage 

drove up to the side- 

walk in frent of 

house No. 8639 Cook 

avenue. Two men 

stepped out of the 

Carriage and care- 

fully assisted a third 

io alight, and the 

three entered the 

house. The two 

first were Dr. A. V. 

L. Brokaw and Kenney and the other was 

William L. Flynn, better known as ‘‘Billy.’’ 

Flynn's head was covered with a multitude of 

bandages and he was too weak to walk alone, 

the resulg of being accidentally shot yester- 

day at New Haven, Mo., by his friend Kenney, 

while quail shooting a charge of shot from 

Kenney’s gun striking him in the face and 
neck, 

The young m en started from home Sunday 
morning and after breakfast at Farmer Davis’ 
house, three miles from New Haven, they 
started out to get some quail. When they 
were about 100 yards from the house, Flynn 
dropped a bird and was beating the bush for 
more. He wastothe rear of Kenney on the 
left side, but seeing a favorable place to the 
right, he crossed over asmall ravine. Ken- 
ney was busy looking for birds and did not 
observe this movement. Suddenly a quali 
started from directly in front of Flynn, and 
Kenney, hearing it, turned and fired. The 
bird dropped, butthe greater portion of the 
load struck Flynn. 

FELL AS THOUGH DEAD. 

He dropped his gun, whirled, and fell to 
the ground withouta word. Kenney ran to 
him and discovered that he had fainted. He 
called for help and then, without waiting for 
assistance, tenderly lifted his unconscious 
companion in his arms and started for the 
house. Flynn was laid on the bed and his 
wounds atténded to in the best possible way, 
while messages were dispatched in every 
direction for assistance. Dr. Gris- 
wold, a local pbysician, soon arrived 
and an examination showed that the shot had 
scattered, entering the face and neck in in- 
numerable places. The doctor began picking 
the sbot out, did what wes possible for the 
relief of the sufferer and Kenney took the 
earliest train for St. Louis for the purpose of 
getting the best medical attendance possible. 

r. A. V. L. Brokaw was found at his rooms, 
and being an intimate friend of Fiynn’s at 
once prepared to go to New Haven, but a 
train could not be got until 9:15 in the evening. 
They started at that time, arriving at New 
Haven at midnight and then drove in a wagon 
to Farmer Davis’ house. Fiynn was greatly 
relieved to see Dr. Brokaw and he was soon 
bandaged up ina very comfortable manner. 
The doctor counted over eighty shot wounds 
in Flynn’s neck, face and even in the top of 
his head. 

A HARD TRIP. 

Farmer Davis’ wagon was then brought to 
the door, and all the blankets, pillows, etc., 
available, were pressed into the service. The 
painin the patient’s neck was so intense, 
however, that he could not rest in a reclining 
position, sotwo sturdy farmers climbed into 
the rear seat and Flynn was assisted into the 
wagon and seated between them. Kenney 
took his stand behind his friend. Dr. Brokaw 
climbed into the front seat, followed by 
Farmer Davis, and the procession started. 
In the rear of the firat 
followed another Inaded with 
acouple of feather beds, blankets, etc. In 
some places the hills were so steep that Dr. 
Brokaw and Kenney got out of the wagon 
and held on behind to keep from going to 
fast for fear of jarring the patient. — 

In three hours the three miles were made to 
the station, where a cot was improvised from 
cane chairsfor Flynn. At 40’clock the train 
for St. Louis arrived, but it was impossible to 
secure a berth in the sleeper, so a temporary 
coach was improvised in the baggage car. 
The patient was taken to his home, and at a 
late hour this morning was resting comfort- 
ably. 

Some fears were entertained at first that the 
wounded man would lose the sight of one of 
his eyes, but Dr. Brokaw hardly thinks that 
this will occur. 

THE FRIEND’S GRIEF. 

Mr. Kenney bas not yet left the side of his 
friend and could not be prevailed upon to 
take any rest until this afternoon. He is 

reatly prostrated by the accident, although 

t seems to have been absolutely unavoidable. 

One thing that uudoubtedly saved Fiynn’s 
life was the fact that Kenney did not have his 
own gun, he having exchanged with Flynn. 
Kenney’s gun does not scatter much at a 
short distance, and a charge of shot from it at 
the distance at Flynn was wounded would 
have sent the whole load into his neck and 
probably killed him instantiy.

LINCOEN’s MELANOBOLY. 


Hig Sympathetic Nature and His Early 
Misferttanes. 


Those who saw much of Abraham Lincoln 
during the later years of his life were greatly 
impressed with the expression of profound 
melancholy his face always wore in repose. 

Mr. Lincoln was of a peculiarly sympathetic 
and kindly nature. These strong character- 
lat los influenced, very happily, as it proved, 
his entire political career. They would not 


seem, at first glance, to be efficient aids to 
political success; but in the peculiar 
emergency which Lincoin, in the providence 
of God, was called to meet, no vessel of com- 
mor clay could possibly have become the 
**chosen of the Lord. 

Those acquainted with him from boyhood 
knew that early griefs tinged his whole life 
with sadness, is partner in the grocery 
business at Salem was Uncle“ Billy Green 
of Tallula, III., who used at night, when the 
customers were few,to hold the grammar 
while Lincoln recited his lessons. 

It was to his sympathetic ear Lincoln told 
the story of his love for sweet Ann Rutlidge; 
and he, in return, offered what comfort he 
could when poor Ann died and Linacoln’s great 
heart nearly broke. 

After Ann died, says ‘‘Uncle’’ Billy,‘‘on 
stormy nights, when the wind blew the rain 
against the roof, Abe would set thar in the 
grocery, his eibows on bis knees, his face in 
his hands, and the tears runnin’ through bis 
fingers. I bated to see him feel bad, an’ I'd 
say, ‘Abe, don’t ery;’ an’ he'd look up an’ 
say, ‘Ican’t heip it, Bill, the rain’s a fallin’ 
on her.. 

There are many who can sympathize with 
this overpowering grief,as they think of a lost 
loved one, when ‘‘the rain’s q fallin“ on her.“

Field was employed 
on. the Chicago Journal some ten years 
ago and was then for four years advertising 
agent of D. M. Osborne & Co., and later still 
trayelied for a hand grenade fire ex- 
tingialaher company. He first met Miller 

otel Worth where the latter lived with 
his wife and baby in a suite of rooms 
costing $200a month. Both men bore good 
reputations and paid their debts. On Oct. 2, 
1889, Fields left the hotel, saying that he was 
going to Evanston to live and three days 
later Miller went to New York to live, first 
storing his furniture with the Standard Stor- 
age Co. The furniture was afterwards taken 
away by a man named Clapp, who was acting 
for Miller. The latter is a little man, while 
Field weighs about two hundred pounds, and 
beth men are about 55 years old: The London 
swindle is similar to the famous fund scheme 
worked in this country some years ago on the 
farmers of the country.

THE FORCE BILL MENACE. 


The Matt and Express is always in sucha 
warlike frenzy, makes so many startling 
discoveries in politics and is such a furious 
advocate of everything savoring of Fed- 
eral coercion in behalf of its party, that 
general credence will not be given 
proniptly to the statement in its Washing- 
ton special that President HARRTISON will 
call an extra session of Congress on Nov. 
11 to pass the force bill. 

The statement that he favors its passage 
has never been denied, nor can it be de- 
nied that the vote by which it passed the 
House and the support it received from 
the majority in the Senate were such as 
to create a strong pressure for its passage 
next session. The same Republican Sen- 
ators who opposed it were, all but three, 
coerced into supporting other party meas- 
ures which they opposed. Instead of 
joining the Democrats in voting it down, 
they voted only to defer action on it till 
next session to get it out of the way of the 
tariff bill and perhaps eliminate it as an 
issue from the November contest. 

Under these circumstances the people 
will be exceedingly rashif they trust the 
Republican organs which soothingly tell 
them that the force bill isdead. It has 
passed one house, is pending in the other 
and the few Republican Senators who felt 
that the party would be hurt in Novem- 
ber by its enactment have not shown that 
they can resist an overwhelming party 
pressure and vote against it next session. 

If the November election shall prolong 
the Republican control of the House to 
March 4, 1893, these few Republican Sena- 
tors will not be able to stand out against 
the party caucus and the administration. 
But the election of a Democratic House 
may give them nerve and compel the 
party caucus to listen to them. With a 
Democratic House and the assistance of 
the Democrats in the Senate they will 
then be in a position to repeal the tariff 
taxes they have opposed in vain, and 
then their opposition to the force bill will 
compel the other Republicans to aban- 
don it. 

- THe StunDay Post-DIsPATCH’sS account 
of some very suspicious circumstances 
connected with the manipulation of the 
census returns in Washington is a rather 
startling addendum to the WORLD’s ex- 
posure of the Quay-Dudley-Huston col- 
onization scheme. Never before was the 
Census Bureau operated as a partisan 
machine so openly asthis time. Its re- 
ports have so far been a remark- 
able series of miscounts,- recounts 
and surprises.

The New York Herald of Saturday contains 
the following account et the finals in the in- 
tercoliegiate tennis tournament at New 
Haven, Friday, in which Ollie 8.

Hovey and Tallant (Harvard) defeated 
Wright and Elting (Columbia) in a three set 
maten of db 712 of which 30 were won by 
Harvard and 15 by Columbia. 

Chase and Shaw (Harvard) defeated Parker 
brothers (Yale) in a three-set match of 29 
games, Of which Harvard took 16 and Tale 13 
games. Both of these matches were very 
sharply contested. 

In the semi-final singles Campbell of Col- 
umbia had his hands full to defeat Chase of 
Harvard, in a two-set match of 2% games, 
Campbell eating 15 and Chase II games. 

The feature of the day was the final singles 
between Hovey of Harvard and Campbell of 
Columbia. In this match Hovey distinguished 
himself by making a number of seemingly 
impossible returns of long, high hit balls and 
by his accuraté cross court smashing. Camp- 
bell also did some first-class playing, his side 
court shots being very cleverly placed.

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WILL RENT THE PEWS, eg. 


DR. MATTHEWS RELIEVES THE MINDS OF 
ST. JOHN'S CONGREGATION, 


The Question as te What He Would De 
Settled by the Amneuncement ef the 
Auction for This Evening—What Dr. Mat- 
thews Has to Say im Regard to His 
Course, 


To-night there will be an unusually inter- 
esting: meeting at St. John’s Methodist 
Church, corner of Twenty-ninth and Locust 
streets. It is pew renting sight. When Dr. 
John Matthews was transferred from Cen- 
tenary to 86. John's Chureb, the Southern 
Methodists who knew his hold upon the masses 
and upon non- church going people began at 
once to speculate about what he would do 
about the renting custom, which has obtained 
in that congregation for many years. It is the 
only Southern Methodist chureh in the city 
where the pews are annually rented and held 
in reserve for the pew owners. The congre- 
gation there has never been very large, a fact 
that ig attributed by some members of the 
congregation to the pew-rentiug system. 
Since Dr. Matthews took charge three weeks 
ago the congregation has been large enough 
at each service to completely fill the church. 
It has been observed by strangers that some 
of the pews were uncomfortably crowded 
while others were scarcely filled. The ushers 
of course seat the strangers and non-pew 
holders in the unrented pews, reserving the 
others for those who have rented them. If 
the pew holders do not go before the sermon 
commences the ushers are at liberty to 
fill up their pews with visitors; but by the 
time the pew holders’ limit expires the con- 
gregation is usually in and seated, and the 
result ig that the strangers and visitors are 
crowded Into afew pews, While the regular 
attendants have all the room they want—un- 
less they have instructed the ushers te crowd 
visitors into their pews. 

Just what Dr. Matthews would do in reia- 
tion to the renting of pews was therefore a 
matter of considerable intrest and specula- 
tion among his friends. Theirdoubts were 
ali dispelled yesterday, however, when the 
preacher arose in the pulpit witha schedule 
of the pewsin his hand and announced the 
meeting to-night. He had made a previous an- 
nouncement of it last Sunday, but on yester- 


day he gave the pew system his unqualified 
indorsement, and set at rest whatever doubt 
may have existed in reference tohis views 
on the subject. 

DE. MATTHEWS’ VIEWS. 

He said: ‘‘Thisie the second church I have 
served in all my ministry where the pews are 
rented. Iserved one church in Montgomery, 
Ala., which was attended by the cultured and 
wealthy people of that elt, by the Supreme 
Court Judges, Senators, the Governor and 
State officers, and wealthy and distinguished 
people generally. It was a very wealthy and 
cultured congregation, and the pews were 
rented there, but I have not had a pew church 
since that. Although the pews are 
not rented at entenary we had 
more trouble there in relation to 
pews than in any church I have ever served. 
The people who. have regular pews there are 
always contending for their exclusive use of 
them, and the ushers usually reserve them, 
putting strangers lu other seats. There every- 
one sets his Own price on his pew. Here the 
price is fized by the officers of the church, 
and those who are willing to pay it take the 
pews.

‘*Strangers will be welcome in St. John's, all 

rumors to the contrary notwithstanding, and 
tney will be comfortably seated whenever 
they come. I want to see this church packed 
at every service. We had only forty at the 
prayer meeting last Wednesday night. 1 
hope to see 400. He said that pew holders 
would not be entitled to their pews unless 
present before the opening prayer; after that 
part of the service the pews will be thrown 
open to all and the ushers will seat strangers 
without reference to the rights of pew hold- 
ers. . 
The meeting to-night will be attended by a 
large number of people who have not hereto- 
fore worshiped at St. John’s, and it is ex- 
pected that there will lively competition for 
the best pews. The price set by the officers 
of the church ranges all the way from 15 cents 
to $5 a week for pews, but the choice pews 
willcommandapremium. The pew rent is 
paid weekly or quarterly in advance, as the 
pew holder may elect. 

Methodist pew renting is 8 thing, even 
in St. Louis chürches, but the demand upon 
St. John’s Church by the attendants of Dr. 
Matthews’ preaching is such that there will 
be nothing very tame or ordinary about the 
meeting to-night. 

Dr. Matthews preached yesterday morning 
an eloquent sermon on the use of the infiu- 
ence and adyantages of his wealthy congre- 
gation, urging that the wealth and influence 
of the membership be used to extend Chris- 
tian work in the city and elsewhere.

Our country at this time is in 
danger of the rule of materialism on one 
hand, and of the corruption of worldliness on 
the other. Whatshall wedo? Shall we foid 
our hands in apathy? Some of you say, if you 
were eloquent you would do so and 80, 
but you ssy you are not elo- 
quent, therefore you do nothing. II 
you cannot do anything else you can submit 
to the obedience of Christ, as did the mem- 
bers of the church at Rome, and thus set 
forth to the world the truth of his religion. 
Many a man of quiet, pious, religious life 
has done more for the religion of the Lord 
than twenty preachers who have stood before 
the people with their eloquence. The spirit of 
obedience and submission to Obrist w win 
when nothing else will.“

When this 
fund is exhausted operations are generally 
suspended and the mine either lies idle or is 
sold to creditors for a trifie. The Colorado 
laws, requiring only $100 assessment work a 
year to be done and prohibiting stock assess- 
ments, are largely responsibie for this state of 
affairsand there is a strong movement on 
foot to change them. When our laws 
were made Nevada was the great 
silver State, and we tried to avoid 
the troubles that had arisen from the legis- 
lation wasted there. The great complaint 
made was that the small owners could so 
easily be frozen out. A few of the larger 
stockholders would get together, vote as- 
sessments for extending the workings, 


cide not to take outany ore, and make de- 
mand on demand, until the stockholders 
without large capital were drained, and 
obliged to sell their stock for what it would 
bring. This stock would be bought in by 
those in the combine for a song, and when 
nearly al! had been secured the mineral which 
had purposely been left untouched would be 
raised, and large dividends paid. 
DEFECTIVE LAWS. 

To avoid this the Colorado laws were drawa 
prohibiting assessments on companies in 
which such a system was not specifically pro- 
vided for. We have found that we not only 
did not avoid the danger, Dut that we most 
seriously crippled our mines, and as it 
chances S86. is has suffered unduly from 
the effects of what is now very generally 
admitted to be unwise legislation. The 
capitalists who were interested in a property 
soon discovered that by running it into debt 
and buying it in at sheriff's sale they could 
obtain atasmall cost all the advantages of 
the money expended by the poorer holders, 
or thuse not inside of the ring, and this pro- 
cess of freezing out has been practiced to a 
very great extent. Wherethishas not been 
done fine properties have been allowed to lie 
dle, because only afew of the owners were 
willing to put up the money necessary 
to develope them, as a cértain set of men 
have made ita practice of buying stock in 
mines which they believed to be good, but in 
whichthe working capital was insufficient, 
Their pian bas deen to refuse to contribute to 
any fund for developing the mine, and to hold 
off until others — up the necessary money 
If the project failed they lost little, and tf {8 
succeeded they reaped the profits of the en- 
terprise of others. 

AID FROM COLORADO, 

In many cases those who were willing to 
put up their: share of an increase in working 
capitai were disiuciined to contribute all, and 
im consequence some of the best pro fee in 
the State are now lying idle, as the $100 as- 
sessment work annually required amounts to 
nothing. Ifwe had the assessment system 
the annual output would doe 
creased many willions by 
to the opening of mines now 
Colorado men succeeded in convincing the 
St. Louisans that many of the properties now 
regarded as worth I! or nothing quired 
only cap to develop them, and to 
prove the sincerity of their opinion a number 
of our people have bought treasury stock in 
mines controlied in this city. The result will 
be seen in increased development work, and 
In a large output from mines that are now re- 
garded as dead. St. Louis ought to be the 
great eastern mining center, and with a little 
encouragement can be made so. This en- 
couragement it is for our interest to give and 
we shall do it.’’

Learning the Health Authorities 
Were After Him; He Makes 
His Hscape. 


we Was Feund, However, and Is Now at 
Quraantine—Five People Catch the 
infectious Disense—The Health Autheri- 
ties Are Taking Every Frecaantien to 
Prevent Its Spread and Have Ne Fears— 
Wheré the Disease Develeped Fam- 
ily’s Foolishness. 


Five cases of small-pox have developed in 
the city within the last two weeks. One has 
resulted fatally, ten people have been sent to 
Quarantine, and a most sensational episode 
attended the chase and capture of one of the 
patients who was tent to Quarantine on Sat- 
urday last. The Board of Health is working 
vigilantly to prevent any spread of the 
disease, and they are not afraid of serious 

consequences, for the first case was brought 


to St. Louls, and the others which 
have developed have been in per- 
sons who came in contact with the 


original cases. Still they are disinfecting, 
aud the slightest indication of a small- pox 
symptom in any one living about the place 
where the other cases occurred means a trip 
to Quarantine. John Maloney developed 
small-pox last week and before he was cap- 
tured he hazarded the lives of others, trying 
to avoid being sent to the pest-house. Only 
the prompt and energetic action of Dr. Seward 
A. Finney prevented the danger of spreading 
the disease. 
HOW IT SPREAD. 

During the latter part of September a man 
named Robert L. Buchanau registered and 
took aroom at the International Hotel, 516 
South Seventh street. He was from Trinidad, 
Colo., and bad gone first to Kentucky, then 
come to St. Louis. He was sick and asked 
that a physician be sent for. One was sum- 
moned andthe physician began treatment. 
Luchanan’s body was covered with arepul- 


* \ sive eruption and he and hie physician sup- 


osed that he had an unmentionable disease, 

ie remained there under treatment for five 
days, and during that time be was nursed by 
John Moloney and Branconi, the proprietor 
of the hotel. Buchanan’scase did not yield 
to treatment and his physician made ar- 
rangements to send him to 8t. John’s Hos- 
pital. He want-d to be sure about the diag- 
nosis, however, 30° he requested Dr. Warren 
G. Priest, the city physician, to go with him 
to see the patient. 

As soon as Dr. Priest saw the eruption he 
recognized it and said: Thies man has con- 
fluent small-pox. He must go to Quaran- 
tine. 

Buchanan was seat to Quarantine within an 
hour, tne International Hotel was fumigated 
and vaccination was begun on all the inmates. 
The family of Luisi Nocelli refused to be vac- 
oinated and left the hotel. Sinall-pox has 
broken out among them and all the family is 
now at Quarantine. Ida Petersen, the house- 
keeper of the hotel, developed the disease 
and she too bas gone tothe pest house. John 
Maloney, who helped to nurse Buchanan, dis 
appeared from the hotel on Thursday last 
after complaining of being sick. 

He did not return, and on Saturday Mr. 
Branconi began to feel uueasy. He went to 
the Health Office and reported to Dr. Finney 
that Maioney had gone to the te Hospital, 
he thought, as he had left the hotel eomplain- 
ing of malaria. 2 

SUSPECTED IT WAS SMALL ® 9X, 
Dr. Finney, when seen about r. case this 


morning, said: was afraid that 
the man might have smali- pox, 
because he had been in the room 


with Buchanan. Small-pox begins like ma- 
laria, with pains in the back and head anda 
feeling of lassitude. Iatonce looked on the 
record, but found that no mun dy that name 
had been there for a long time. Then I went 
to the St. Louis Medica! College, which is near 
the hotel Maloney had been living at, and ex- 
amined the records of the clinics, but he bad 
not been there. On my way back to the 
office the thought crossed my mind that 
Maloney hadalittie money and perbaps he 
had gone to a cértain private hospital, which 
for obvious reasons I will not mention, 1 
telephoned out there and found that Maloney 
had gone thereon Thursday evening. To be 
sure it was the right man I asked the person 
in charge of the hospital to goto him and ask 
him if he had been at the [nternational Hotel. 
I waited, and when the messenger returned 
with the information thathe had. ‘Where is 
he, "I asked; ‘in a private room or in one of 
the large wards?’ 


HE WAS IN A WARD.

I 
instructed them to remove him to a private 
room at once and to isolate him, and sa I 
woulo send an ambulance out to take him to 
Quarantine. The nurse went at once tothe 
ward, and you can imagine her surprise 
when she found the patient gone. It had 
been about five minutes since he had 
been asked whether he had stopped at the In- 
ternational Hotel. That question made him 
sure that he had the smali-poxand that he 
was being hunted up. He had suspected it 
before, but as the eruption had not broken 
out he was not sure, and the physicians did 
notsuspectit. He did not want to go to 
Quarantine, and wher be found that 

we were hunting for him he hurriedly 

dressed and left the hospital. I did 
not know where to look for him then but I 
supposed he would probably go back tothe 
International so I sent there and sure enough, 
there he was, He was sent to Quarantine. 
The managers of the hospital were terribly 
friehtened. They moved all the patients to 
other wurds, burned up all the bedding that 
had been in that ward while he was there and 
fumigated the place thoroughly. There is no 
danger to the other patients now, still they 
cannot help feeling uneasy. Buchanan has 
died and there are now at Quarantine four 
cases.’’ p +. 

Dr. Priest was found atthe Dispensary and 
when asked about the small-pox cases said: 

PRECAUTIONS TAKEN. 

„Tes, itis true that there is small-po in 
St. Louis, but I wish you would state psi 
tively that none of the Cases was sporadic. 
The firetcase was that of Robert L. Bu- 
chanan, who bad the disease when he ar- 
rived here. He remained inthe city for five 
days and was attended by a ph sician 
who falled to récognige the disease. 6 had 
made arrangements to send his patient to St. 
John's Hospital, but pefore he was removed 
the physician asked me to goto sve him. We 
went together and as soon as Isa the maa I 
recognized the disease as confluemt small- 

ox. We sent Buchanas to Quarentine, where 

e bas since died, and at once fumigated the 
house thoroughly and vaceinated alithe in- 
mates one family.

The authorities at the asylum where Ma- 
loney remained for two days are still 


anxious for fear of the sonsequences, 
though the physicians say they think 
there is no danger. Maloney 


said, when he made application for adwis- 
sion, that he had malaria and the symptoms 
of incipient smali-pox and malaria are 80 
similar that the physicians were deceived. Of 
course the presence of the disease would have 
been discovered as soon as the eruption 


appeared, but it had not 
broken out Maloney’s case was thought 
be simply malaria and he was 


placed in one of the large wards where pa- 
tients suffering from such complaints are 
kept in numbers. That isthe reason for the 
anxiety of the hospital authorities. if he had 
been in a room they have no fears after the 
apartment had been fumigated, but 
they are troubied because he came in 
contact with other patients. The hospital 
authorities, however, have been overzealous, 
if possible, in endeavoring to prevent any 
spread of the disease. The ward has been 


| Vacated, all the mattresses and bedding used 


in it have been burned and the room has been 
thoroughly fumigated and disinfectants have 
been used in abundance. 

REFUSED TO BE VACCINATED. 

Dr. Finney, iu speaking of the Nocelli fami- 
ily, said: ‘*Lattribute the breaking out of the 
disease among them to their refusal 
to be vaccinated, or at least I think 
that may be the cause. Ifa person who has 
been exposed to small-pox is vaccinated at 
once his chances for escaping the disease are 
good, The virus does its work turee or feur 
days before the germ of the disease comes to 
a focus, so to speak, and it has just that much 
start. An effort was made to vaccinate the 
Nocelli family, but they all refused te submit 
and now they are all at quarast ine.

GUITA- PERCHA, 


It May Be Secon Wanting in the Market—An 
Investigatien. 


New YorkK, Oct. 13.—Froma recent report 
to the French Academy of Science it appears 
that gutta-percha, which is the main covering 
ef submarine cables, may be soon wanting in 
the market. The crisis bad been foreseen for 
some time, andthe French Government had 
sent a scientist, M. Serullas, to the Malay 
Peninsula and Islands, the country produc- 
ing the most gutta-percha, to investigate 
the matter and to report on the situa- 


tion. He was in structed also to 
suggest any poseible means to prevent 
the falling off aud the cessation of the pro- 
duction as well as to indicate whether it 
would be possible to grow in Europe the ison- 
andra gutta, the tree producing the gum, M. 
Serullas states that until some substitute is 
discovered gutta-percha is absolutely in- 
dispensable to submarine telegraphy, for 
other gums cannot be used for the purpose 
with any practical results, for they do not 
possess the proper qualities. While good 
isonandra trees are to be found only in the 
Malaysian Archipelage and the Malacca 
Peninsula, bad species grow all 
along the equatorial lands, Many efforts have 
been made to use the gutta percha produced 
from the inferior trees, but they have failed. 
It has been found that submarine cables laid 
in the same waters lasted according to the 
quality ofthe gutta percha used in the cov- 
ering. These insulated with the inferior 
gum lasted only one month, while the cable 
covered with the gum of superior qual- 
ity was still in eatisfactorr working 
order at the end often months. The cause of 
the dreaded scarcity of gutta percha is ex- 
plained by M. Seruilas by the fact that the 
Malaysian natives began by cutting all the 
trees as soon as they found them in a produe- 
ing condition. Then, after having thus pre- 
vented the production and multiplication of 
the species, they attacked the younger trees. 
Later on they felled trees giving an inferior 
gutta perch and mixed the gums, which 
were sold to Chinese merchants, who 
adulterated and eakened them still more. 
The extent of that blind destruction is shown 
by the following figures: In 1845 only 9,000 
kilogrammes (the kllogramme is equal to 
about two pounds) of gutta percha were ex- 
ported to Europe; in 1857, 240,000 kilogrammes 
were exported; in 1879 the amount sent from 
Sumatra reached 135,000 kilogrammes, and 
from Borneo, 1,3(0,000. It was calculated that 
in order to obtain that amount the natives 
must bave cut more than 5,000,000 trees. In 
view of this situation France, England 
and Holland, in 1881, sent several missions 
abroad to study the question and explore the 
roducing regions of Malacca and the Malay 
slands. It was discovered tliat it was next to 
impossible to find adult trees and that the 
situation was nearly desperate. England 
caused bills to be posted prohibiting the cust- 
ting of the gutta percha trees and Holland or- 
dered plantations of them to be made, but the 
latter only produced species of inferior 
quality. 8

THE “POWER” WAS IN. 


UNUSUAL DEMONSTRATIONS IN TRINITY 
M. E. CHURCH LAST NIGHT. 


A Number ef the Congregation Give Such 
Manifestations of Enthusiasm as Shocked 
Beth Pastor and Peeple—The Methodist 
Mpiscepal Ministers Furnished With a 
Live Topic for Discussion. 


When the Methodist Episcopal ministers 
met this morning in their regular Monday 
meeting at the Methodist book concern on 
Fifteenth street and Lucas place, the question 
was what caused the congregation of Trinity 
Church, on Tenth and North Market streets, 
to be seized by the power. Dr. Marlatt, the 
pastor, could not really explain the oocur- 
rence, nor could any of the other ministers, 
but they all agreed that it was simply re- 
ligious enthusiasm which had taken hold of 
the people. 

Yesterday during the evening service for 
young folks, held in the basement, and again 
during the later service up-stairs, members of 
the congregation were suddenly taken with 
attacks very much like those which affect the 
enthusiasts at the Woodworth revivais. They 
shrieked and prayed and yelled and sang, 
making a great deal of neise and confusion. 

CHILDREN SEIZED FIRST. 

The first to be selzed were the children at 
the early meeting, which was held at 7:30 
e’clock. Aboutadozen of them were taken. 
One little girl who was just beginning a prayer 
was seized and fell in a heap on the floor, as if 
she had been shot. Others followed, some 
singing and some praying. Theservices were 


immediately stopped and the children quieted 
and order restored. 
A few minutes later the sorvices in the 
church were commenced. A few hymns were 
sung and some prayers were said, when Dr. 
Marlatt began his sermon on the Chlldhood 
of Christ..“ He had not progressed far when 
one of the congregation rose and began to 
pray out aloud in the church while 
the sermon was being delivered. 
Others followed rapidly, some jumping 
to them felt with loud cries and others drop- 
ping ae if in a faint. The confusion for afew 
moments was very great and services com- 
pletely stopped. Dr. Marlatt stopped his 
sermon and tried to quiet his excited audionce 
and succeeded in doing so after some little 
time, but it was nearly an hour before the 
regular services could be resumed with any 
degree of certainty that the same outbursts of 
enthusiasm would not reoccur. About 1) 
o’ clock the last of the congregation 
went home quieted, There were about fifteen 
eople in the congregation who were vio- 
ently attacked with the power, and nearly 
all of them had been to the Woodworth meet- 
ings and nad heard and seen what was done 
there. 
THE PASTOR DISPLEASED. 

Dr. Marlatt wasscen and asked about the 
oecurrence and said: ‘‘Icanpot explain the 
matter ln any way. lam sure li would not en- 
courage anything ot the kind and am com- 
pletely ata loss to understand why it should 
have occurred last night. 
The condition inte which they lapsed was 
not exactly like that ofthe converts of Mrs. 
Woodworth. The did not become rigid, but 
some ot them dropped as if they had been hit 
withanax. All who were so attacked are 
good people in the congregation and un- 
doubted honestly in their convictions. There 
was nothing unusual in the services yesterday 
and nothing to cause any excess aof religious 
enthusiasm, 

would not permit services to continue 
while any of them were in that excited condi- 
tion, but just stopped everything and waited 
for them to come round. We had them all 
quieted after a little and then went on with 
the services. Nearly all of them bad been at 
some time or other to the Woodworth meet- 
ings, butI donot think that could have had 
any serious effect, as the doings resembied 
very much one of the old-fashioned Methodist 
meetings. We intend holding a protracted 
meeting next week, but feel a little nervous 
about the outcome of it.’’ 
The occurrences of yesterday are very unu- 
sual and it is the first time in the history of 
the Trinity Church that such things have oc- 
curred.No explanation but religious enthusi- 
asm has been advanced as a reason forthe 
strange conduct of the congregation.

They control the 
committee and can nominate whomsoever 
they please. 

Oae of the names mentioned this afternoon 
that of Mr. Richard Barthold, 
a member of the School Board and 
the editor of Die Tribune. Mr.

WANT KLINE TO RETIRE 


THE ACTION OF THE COMMANDER OF THE 
SONS OF VETERANS CRITICISFD- 


The Officers of the Organization Anxious to 
Be Coart-Martialed—The General Army 
Indignant atthe Action of the Depart- 
ment Commander ef the Sons of Veter- 
anse—Commander Kline Denoanced. 


The local camps of the Sons of Veterans are 
indignant at the order issued by Department 
Commander H. J. Kline, forbidaing them to 
appear in the parade in honor of President 
Harrison, and the camps that refused to obey 
it are eagerly Awaiting a court-martial of their 
officers, as it is believed that their course wil! 
be sustained. In the first place it is claimed 


that the order only prohibited the camps from 
taking part in political demonstrations, 
and that the recommendation that 
they had better ret the Harrison parade alone, 


the individual opinion of the Department 
Commander and was not officially an order. 
In the second place it is claimed tpt the or- 
der was not communicated to the camps 
throngh the proper channels, and that, 
therefore, it was in  faet no order 
at all. The Sons of Veterans deny 
thet the parade could be considered a political 
demonstration, citing the fact that in the 
carriage with President Harrison were a 
Democratic Governor and a Democratic 
Mayor, and that many well known Democratic 
politicians occupied prominent positions in 
| the parade. The captains are anxious to bea 
brought before a court-martial im order that 
the question may be fully tested. 
COMMANDER KLINE’6S EXPLANATION. 

Col. H. J. Kiine, commander of the Mis- 
sourl Division of Sons of Veterans, is in re- 
ceipt of dozens of telegrams from prominent 
members of the orderin the State indorsing 
his action ordering the St. Louls camps to 
stay out of the parade in honor of President 
Harrison. 

The Colonel says that there should be no 
objection to bis order on the part of Sons of 
Veterans who honestly believed that the or- 
der should abstain from all things which con- 
tain evenahintof politics. President Har- 
rison’s visit to the West might have been 
merely for pleasure, but there were thousands 
of people who did not believe it, and it would 
have been laid up against the Sons of Veterans 
as politics inthe order had they paraded in 
his honor. 

„ am,’’ Cok Kline said, a BRepubiican, 
and am perhaps the only mag in St. Joseph 
who favors the re-election of Harrison, but 
that does not justify me in allowing the use of 
the order to further his political aspirations.’’ 

THE GRAND ARMY INDIGNANT. 

The comrades of the Grand Army are gen- 
erally indignant on account of the action 
taken by 1 — Commander Kline of 
the Sons of Veterans in reference to the 
parade of tust order at the Harrison 
reception. Col, John B. Gendolfo, Post 
Commander ot Blalr Post, said: ‘‘Tbhe matter 
has been very sy erally discussed among the. 
members of the Grand Army, and the general 
feeling is one of indignation and disgust. 
don’t know Mr. Kline and I don’t want to 
know him, but I have no hesitation in 
saying that he either knows nothing of his 
duties or intentionally exceeds his autherity. 
For the benefit of the Sons of Veterans he 
should be retired from the orzanization. To 
say that the reception ofthe President of the 
United States political demon- 
stration is absurd. The Grand 
Army turned out in full force, 
and we are forbidden by our constitution to 
take part in any political demonstration. 
Kline’s action practicaily condemns the 
Grand Army posts of this city, for one was 
glad to see the indifference to his edict dis- 
played by some of the camps of 
tne Sons of Veterans, Say ‘hundreds of 
other Grand Army men took the same 
view ofthe matter. For Kline to talk of sus- 
pending the camp is absurd, and if he threat- 
ened to do so he showed his ignorance of his 
duties and powers. He can suspend an officer 
fer twenty-four hours by putting him under 
urreag, but he must then prefer charges and 
have bim tried by court-martial. That is all 
that the Sons = éterans want.’’

Leagues, and when the Conference Session 

ended atthe Fifth Avenue Hotel, at an early 

hour yesterday morning, the delegates of the 

National and Players’ Leagues and the Amer- 

icam Association shook hands and smiled on 

one another in a way that an outsider might 

take for a previous fong-standing friendship. 
Not a particle of warlike spirit was shown. 

The Sun reporter was authoritatively told 
that there has arisen one hitch, which may 
prevent a compromise. That hitch is over 
the name of the new organization, which shall 
be known gs the leading one in base ball. The 
National League is willing to make fully as 
many concessions, and possibly more than the 
Players’ League, in order to stop this war. It 
is quite possible thatthe whole matter of a 
full and complete compromise might have 
reached an embryotic state, and some pre- 
liminary lines laid down at this conference, 
had the Players’ League delegates been will- 
ing to concede the trivial point of a name for 
the League, and balked all further considera- 
tion. 

The National League players say that if the 
Players’ League people are sincere in their 
wishes for a compromise that there is little 
doubt that one can be arranged. But it the 
Players“ League fall to show any sincerity of 
purpose, which shall permanently and not 
temporarily end all hostilities, there will be 
war. The National League people feel that as 
their organization has been in existonce for 
fifteen years, thename has become known, 


not only througbout the length and,preadth of 
this country, but of others. It is a trade 
mark anda most valuable one, too. Under 
these conditions the National League mag- 
nates do not think that they should de asked 
to abandon the name, whieh isin every sense 
synonymous with honesty and integrity. 

They are willing to concede almost every 
point but this one, and they aver that as they 
are perfectly sincere in alitheir efferts toward 
effecting a compromise,it would beno more 
than fair and equitable for the Players’ League 
to conce a point that le of no more sig- 
nificance. The Players’ League, on the other 
hend, is desirous of bring the fight to a close, 
and is willing to make concessiens, Dut its 
magnates think it would be sacrificing too 
much to agree to perpetuate the name of Na- 
tional League. They are fearful lest the pub- 
lic might think they are weakening.

tracks. When speculation was at its height in 
Wall street a few years ago, brokers aad 
speculators could hardly imagine the mourn- 
ful state of things which has since been the 
custom there, the long and dreary time dur- 
ing which bundreds of members of the Stock 
Exchange have not been abie to clear 
their office expenses. The attendance 
and profits at Monmouth Park and Ssheeps- 
head Bay in 1890 have been larger than in any 
previous year, but itis plain enough that the 
public cannot always endure the constant 
strain and the constant draft upon their re- 
sources, and the day of depression and dull- 
ness is as certain to come for spec- 
ulation on the turf as it has come for specu- 
lation in stocks. M-. Morris is unfortun- 
ate in that his October meeting has 
been afflicted with much villainous weather, 
and in that it comes at a time when whole le- 
gions of paupers, who have shown an isterest

THE NUMBER OF VISITORS GREATER THAN 
EVER BEFORE, 


Excellent Management atthe Union Depot 
Prevents Any Inconvenience te Strang- 
ers— What Those Who Have Handled the 
Crewds Have te Say About Them—The 
Visiters Remained Much Longer Than 
Usual. 


At the Union Depot it is the generally ex 
pressed opinion that the crowds of, last woek 
greatly exceeded those of the previous year 
and compared favorably with those of any 
year since the opening of the Exposition. 
Morning and evening for six days the platform 
and side streets were packed and jammed 
with the hurrying throng. Tuesday and 
Thursday the rush continued the -entire day. 
Said Depotmaster J. D. Swan: 

‘*T have been atthe depot for many years 
and have seen dozens of big demon- 
strations, but there neyer was a large 
crowd on the platformsso casily handled. 
No matter how fast the é@xcursion trains 
peured in, the people took it easy and left for 
up-town as soon as they could make their 
way to the bus, cab and street car stations. 
There was one thing that 1 particu- 
larly noticed. St. Louis and her 
citizens must have been extraordinarily 
hospitable, for the out-going crowds were 
about two days late. Usually the strangers 
begin to leave Wednesday morning, having 
seen the Exposition on Tuesdayand the Veiled 
Prophets on Tuesday night. This year how- 


ever, it was Thursday evening before the rush 
came, It speaks well for the city.’’ 

Sergt. Fred Mundinger bas been on duty at 
the depot for more than eight years and 
knows whereof hespeaks. He said: 

„»The crowds were immense. I can say 
without fear of contradiction from any source 
that last Thursday was the biggestand busiest 
day I ever experienced while on duty. 
Therush was simply tremendous. You see 
the people staye over from the Veiled 
Prophets and were just going out when patri- 
otic delegations began to pourinon account 
of President Harrison’s visit. Ihadten pa- 
trolmen in my charge and four special officers 
in citizens’ clothes were sent down. We had no 
aifficulty in keeping everything straight, as 
strangers and citizens were particular! 
good-natured throughout. I don’t thin 
100,000 would begin to cover the total number 
of our guests of the entire week. 

EVIDENCE OF PROSPERITY. 

Officer Fred Kassing is another veteran in 
tne railroad police service. It is his especial 
duty to meet the incoming trains as they pull 


up on the through tracks. In this way he 
sees evervbody who arrives. He said:
